Dear Mr. Martelle: 

This is in further reference to your Freedom of 
Information Act request for all records pertaining to Mary Ann 
Moorman. 


Documents pertaining to Mary Ann Moorman in 
connection with the John F. Kennedy (JFK) assassination have 
been previously located, assembled and processed under the 
provisions of the Freedom of Information Act and released. 

Enclosed are 64 pages of preprocessed documents and 
a copy of the explanation of Freedom of Information-Privacy 
Acts exemptions. 

This Bureau does not have any slides of Miss 
Moorman's two photographs. 

For your information an 8 by 10 black and white 
photograph can be purchased for $3.40. 

References to the subject of your request are 
located in the report and/or hearings of The President's 
Commission on the Assassination of President Kennedy . A copy 
this report may be available in your local public library; 
therefore, we did not duplicate the material from this report. 
If you cannot locate the report and desire copies of the pages 
pertinent to your request, please advise us and the material 
will be made available to you at that time. 

Disclosure of the FBI's investigative interest in 
Miss Moorman, other than her connection with the investigation 
into JFK assassination, would constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy. Consequently, we can neither 
confirm nor deny the existence of the records you are seeking. 
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as such would be exempt from disclosure pursuant to 
exemptions 6 and/or 7 (C) of the Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) unless you can obtain the notarized authorization of 
the individual ( s) involved and furnish the original of such 
authorization to us. 

The collection, maintenance and disclosure of the 
records to which you seek access, like the records of all 
Federal agencies, are governed by the provisions of the 
Privacy Act (5 U.S.C. 552a). This Federal law prohibits 
disclosure of such records in the absence of written 
authorization from the individual to whom the records pertain, 
unless, among other things, disclosure is required by the 
FOIA. 


You may submit an appeal from any denial contained 
herein by writing to the Assistant Attorney General, Office of 
Legal Policy (Attention: Office of Information and Privacy) , 

United States Department of Justice, Washington, D. C. 20530, 
within thirty days from receipt of this letter. The envelope 
and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of 
Information Appeal" or "Information Appeal." Please cite the 
FOIPA number assigned to your request so that it may be easily 
identified. 

You also requested our Dallas Office records which 
are in the JFK assassination pre-processed documents at FBI 
Headquarters; therefore, our Dallas Office is not being 
checked. 


In order to obtain records of other government 
agencies, you must write directly to the agency where you 
believe the records are maintained.

EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 

SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b) (1) information which is currently and properly classified pursuant to Executive Order 12356 in the interest of the national defense or 
foreign policy, for example, information involving intelligence sources or methods 

(b) (2) materials related solely to the internal rules and practices of the FBI 

(b) (3) information specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (see continuation page) 

(b) (4) privileged or confidential information obtained from a person, usually involving commercial or financial matters 

(b) (5) inter-agency or intra-agency documents which are not available through discovery proceedings during litigation; documents, the 

disclosure of which would have an inhibitive effect upon the development of policy and administrative direction; or documents which 
represent the work product of an attorney-client relationship 

(b) (6) materials contained in sensitive records such as personnel or medical files, the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy 

(b) (7) investigatory records compiled for law enforcement purposes, the disclosure of which would; (A) interfere with law enforcement 
proceedings; (B) deprive a person of the right to a fair trial or an impartial adjudication, or give one party of a controversy an undue 
advantage by exclusive access to such information; (C) constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of another person: 
(D) reveal the identity of a confidential source or reveal confidential information furnished only by the confidential source; (E) disclose 
investigative techniques and procedures, thereby impairing their future effectiveness; and (F) endanger the life or physical safety of 
law enforcement personnel 

(b) (8) information collected by Government regulatory agencies from financial institutions 

(b) (9) geological and geophysical information, including maps, produced by private companies and filed by them with Government agencies.

(d) (5) information compiled in reasonable anticipation of a civil action proceeding 

(j) (2) material reporting investigative efforts pertaining to the enforcement of criminal law including efforts to prevent, control, or reduce 

crime or apprehend criminals, except records of arrest 

(k) (1) information which is currently and properly classified pursuant to Executive Order 1 2356 in the interest of the national defense or 

foreign policy, for example, information involving intelligence sources or methods 

(k) (2) investigatory material compiled for law enforcement purposes, other than criminal, which would reveal the identity of an individual who 
has furnished information pursuant to a promise that his identity would be held in confidence 

(k) (3) material maintained in connection with providing protective services to the President of the United States or any other individual 
pursuant to the authority of Title 18, United States Code, Section 3056 

(k) (4) required by statute to be maintained and used solely as statistical records 

(k) (5) investigatory material compiled solely for the purpose of determining suitability eligibility, or qualifications for Federal civilian employ- 
ment or for access to classified information, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who furnished information 
pursuant to a promise that his identity would be held in confidence 

(k) (6) testing or examination matenal used to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion in Federal Government service 
the release of which would compromise the testing or examination process 

(k) (7) material used to determine potential for promotion in the armed services, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the 
person who furnished the material pursuant to a promise that his identity would be held in confidence. 
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
